After witnessing 
the wreck, the life boat containing the 
five persous made for Providence bay, 
distant 20 miles, from which place 
they went by steamer to Manitowang, 
where they took the steamer Manitoulin 
for this port.

Orcat Storn '■- Schooners Sup- 
possd to %o in Trouble. 



By telephone from Capt. Warren, of the 
Pilot, which arrived at E.squimalt la.st 
night from Nanaimo, wo learn that tho 
PUot wont to the assistance of tho dis- 
tressed Bteamer Grappler which was iiahore 
in Nor' West Bay, whoro C;ipt. Meyer 
had beached hor to prevent her sinking. 
Tho Pilot towed her oil' tho beach and in- 
to Nanaimo liarbor where she now lies 
discharging the cargo, which does not ap- 
pear to bo greatly damaged. The leak is 
Bomowhorcs amidships and was caused by 
the straining* of the Grappler during a 
heavy blow on Tuesday last, and tlio 
pumps becoming choked with coal dust 
and ashes refused to work. Had tho Grap- 
pler remained outside half-au-liour longer 
she would have gone down. 

Tho storm of Wednesday night raged 
with great fury at Nanaimo. No damage 
on land is ' reported; but the steamer 
Skidegate sailed from Departure Bay at 
2 o'clock on Wednesday last. She had ni 
tow tho schooners Isabel and Black Dia- 
mond laden with coal for Victoria. Yes- 
terday tho Pilot while on the way down 
from Nanaimo with the bark Kovero in 
tow saw tho steamer Skidegate coming 
slowly along shore about 15 miles dis- 
tant, but saw nothing of tho schooners, 
and it is feared that one or both met witli 
ssmo disaster during the blow. 

Tho Trip of tho Ento rpriao. 

The steamer Enterprise arrived early 
yesterday morning^ haying been two days 
in making the passage from Now West- 
minster. She left the Royal City at tho 
usual hour on Wednesday, with (iO head 
of livQ stock aud 100 passengers on board. 
On reaching the Simdlieads a "living 
gale" was found to bo raging and tho 
steamer was , headed for Cpwichan gap, 
experiencing " a comparatively smooth 
■ passage to that point and [lassing between 
sheltering islandssho reached James Island 
in safety. By this time the wind had in- 
creased to a tornado, and shrieked and 
screamed over and about tho steamer 
with tho viciousness of a band- of fiends. 
Capt. ^tfpCuUoch deemed it advisable to 
Lanohor underithe protecting wing of tiio 
island and remained quietly there all 
Wednesday night, Thursday and Thurs- 
day night, heaving anchor when a lull oc- 
curred c"'-ly yesterday morning and 
ruiijjiiig jn::^ this harbor. The passage 
was one of tho most hazardous ever 
known in these waters; and tho passen- 
gers or© loud in . heir praise of the skillful 
manner in which Captain McCulloch 
handled his ship and of tho equally skill- 
ful manner in which Mr. Copeland, the 
steward, provided for the wants of his 
hungry guests. 

Arrival of tho S. 5. Empire. 

TIio S. S. Empire, Capt. McAllop, 'I 
days from. San Francisco, arrived: last 
evening at Woloh,'E.ithe(;.'<&-Co.'sJwharf. 
The Empire sailed from Sail Francfsco on 
the 29th inst. and brings 2 passengers, 
128 tons of freight for Victoria, §25,000 
in gold for the Bank of British Columbia 
and 25 tons of freight for Nanaimo. On 
the passage up she experienced heavy 
weather and snow squalls. On the 2nd 
inst. tho glass fell to 28.84 ^d the 
steamer was hove to from o'clock to. 9 
o'clock in the evening, tho wind, mean- 
while, blowing a hurricane. The mail 
steamship Idaho, 37 hours . out from 
Esquimalt, was met 2G0 miles south of 
thi.s port on tho lat inst. Tho steamship 
Empire will leave hero at 11. o'clock 
this morning for Nanaimo'' whore
